Sentence too 
light for Crown

more than twice the speed limit © He was drinking, judge says

Manitoba prosecutors want to 
put Brian Kenneth Wallace in jail, 
despite one judge’s refusal to let 
that happen. 

The Crown has filed notice it 
is appealing a conditional sen¬ 
tence of two years less a day 
handed to the 31-year-old first 
offender, who just recently 
learned his fate from provincial 
court Judge Marvin Garfinlcel. 

Wallace pleaded guilty to dan¬ 
gerous driving causing the Octo¬ 
ber 2007 death of Therese Hadley 
and also admitted to refusing to 
let police have a sample of his 
breath for DUI testing. 

Wallace slammed into 
Hadley’s vehicle at speeds 
between 122-136 km/h at the res¬ 
idential intersection of Hamilton 


Avenue and Cavalier Drive, 
which is controlled by four-way 
stop signs. 

The posted speed limit is 50 
km/h. 

Hadley, a longtime employee 
of the Lions Manor retirement 
home in Winnipeg, died in hos¬ 
pital not long after the massive 
crash. 

Prosecutors assert Garfinlcel’s 
decision to allow Wallace to avoid 
jail isn’t a fit punishment, and 
want the Manitoba Court of 
Appeal to overturn it. 

The Crown had requested a 
sentence of three years in prison 
for Wallace, whom Garfinlcel 
described as a remorseful man 
who no longer drinks or drives. 

However, by allowing him to 
avoid real jail, the judge failed 
“to properly consider deterrence 
and denunciation” of the crime, 
the Crown asserts in court docu-

ments. 

Garfinlcel was also in error to 
say a long delay in completing 
the case should be a factor in 
Wallace’s favour, prosecutors 
state. 

Garfinlcel said Wallace had 
been drinking, but it couldn’t be 
proven whether the alcohol 
affected his driving. 

The Crown asserts his refusal 
to give a breath sample should 
have been held against him at 
sentencing. 

A date for when the appeal 
will be heard is pending.

At Kandahar Airfield in 
Afghanistan, mine-sniff¬ 
ing dogs enjoy chow and 
an even greater luxury 
than their comrades — a 
pool. Meanwhile, stray 
dogs, sometimes travel¬ 
ling in packs, dodge 
Afghanis who target them 
with their vehicles, stones 
and gunfire. 

In December, Canadian 
soldier Shane Seguin and 
his unit came across one 
such hound, Gunner, who 
arrived in Winnipeg yes¬ 
terday, thanks to the char¬ 
ity Nowzad Dogs. 

“Gunner has been 
through the worst imagi¬ 
nable conditions the 
world knows, and we 
want give him the best in¬ 
stead,” said Seguin, who is 
returning from his tour in 
August. 

Soldiers found the mal¬ 


nourished pup after it was 
beaten by local children. 
They brought him back to 
their outpost in southern 
Afghanistan and fed him. 
Knowing he would die 
elsewhere, the unit kept 
Gunner. Troops built him 
a doghouse from spare 
wood, and gave him a col¬ 
lar, leash and food from a 
I<9 unit. 

“It really boosted the 
morale because lots of 
them have pets back 
home and it gives them a 
sense of normalcy,” said 
Seguin’s girlfriend, Lisa 
Knievel. “It gives them 
something to look for¬ 
ward to and a little bit of 
a break from the intense 
atmosphere of a war.” 

Gunner was accepted at 
Nowzad’s shelter in Kab¬ 
ul, where they secured his 
passage to Canada. 

Knievel picked up Gun¬ 
ner yesterday from the 
airport and said, “He is 
phenomenal.

Things just seem to keep 
looking up for Winnipeg’s 
downtown.

The tower will become 
the home of Manitoba’s 
first ALT Hotel — its serv¬ 
ice style is described as 
“no-frills chic” — and the 


new Winnipeg headquar¬ 
ters for Stantec, a Canadi¬ 
an-based architectural and 
engineering consulting 
firm. 

Street level will feature 
restaurant and retail 
space, and developers 
have already received calls 
from eager potential ten¬ 
ants, said Jeoffrey Chip- 
man, CEO of Longboat 
Development Corp., one 
of the driving forces be¬ 
hind the plan. 

“You’d look across the 
street and say, ‘Boy, that’s 
an area of our downtown 
that needs to be better,”’ 
Chipman said. “We’ve 
been working and think¬ 
ing about it for quite a few 


years. 

Ross McGowan of Cen¬ 
tre Venture said he be¬ 
lieves the $ 75-million 


development — which in¬ 
cludes the construction of 
a parlcade on Hargrave 
Street just west of the tow¬ 


er — is just “the tip of the 
iceberg” and will ultimate¬ 
ly help spur more invest¬ 
ment in the downtown.

Ex-sex king turns to politics 


O Thai tycoon vows one-man anti-corruption reality check on government 


As the super-pimp who 
once ran Thailand’s biggest 
brothel empire and then 
exposed the police kick- 
backs he had to pay for it to 
flourish, Chuvit Kamolvisit 
feels uniquely qualified to 
lead the country’s fight 
against corruption. 

And in his quest to win a 
parliament seat in elections 
Sunday, the 49-year-old 
one-time massage-parlour 
king is betting a public 
tired of divisive, hypocriti¬ 
cal leaders will agree. 

Politicians “are like dia¬ 
pers — you have to change 
them,” Chuvit said in an in¬ 
terview, referring to a cam¬ 
paign poster that features 
him cradling a toddler.

► Eight years on, he said, cor¬ 
ruption is still “eating this 
country and nobody cares.” 
He admits there's not much 
he can do about it, but who¬ 
ever listens will “hear the 
truth ... the street truth."

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Lagarde chosen to lead IMF 


O French politician takes over at turbulent time 
O She promises to focus on developing economies 


Christine Lagarde, the 
French finance minister, 
has been chosen to lead the 
International Monetaiy 
Fund. She will become the 
first female managing di¬ 
rector of the global lending 
organization. 

Lagarde’s selection was 
all but assured when the 
Obama administration en¬ 
dorsed her yesterday. Hours 
later, the IMF’s 24-member 
board voted to appoint her 
to the position. She had al¬ 
so won support from Eu¬ 
rope, China and Russia. 

Lagarde, who is 55, takes 
over at a tumultuous time. 
Europe’s debt crisis is in¬ 
tensifying. Emerging na¬ 
tions want a greater voice 


at the IMF. And the organi¬ 
zation’s reputation has 
been tarred by a scandal in¬ 
volving Dominique Strauss- 
Kahn, whom she replaces 
as leader. 

In announcing her can¬ 
didacy last month, Lagarde 
said she would bring “all 
my expertise as a lawyer, a 
minister, a manager and a 
woman” to the job. 

She will be able to “hit 
the ground running” at the 
IMF because she is so famil¬ 
iar with one of the fund’s 
biggest challenges, the Eu¬ 
ropean crisis, said Jan Ran¬ 
dolph, director of sovereign 
risk at IHS Global Insight. 

Lagarde’s background is 
in law, experience that may 


have come in handy as she 
negotiated the rescues of 
Greece, Ireland and Portu¬ 
gal in a series of tense, late- 
night meetings over the 
past year and a half. 

However, Greece’s 
resurgent problems this 
year have raised questions 
about the wisdom of last 
year’s bailout, and may 
cast doubt on Lagarde’s 
crisis-management strate¬ 
gy just as she takes over 
the IMF. Europe’s indeci¬ 
sive and disjointed han¬ 
dling of the Greek crisis 
has caused the total size of 
the final bill for taxpayers 
and international lenders 
to balloon.

BEIJING. China has count¬ 
ed its 1.34 billion people; 
now it’s the pandas’ turn. 

After conducting a 
census of its human pop¬ 
ulation last year, China is 
about to start a once-a- 
decade count of giant 
pandas in the wild. 

The official China Dai¬ 
ly reported more than 60 
trackers were trained at 
Wanglang National 
Reserve in the southwest¬ 
ern province of Sichuan, 
which is believed to have 
the largest number of 
wild pandas in China. 

They will collect drop¬ 
pings for DNA analysis, 
which will allow 
zoologists to track 
individual pandas and ac¬ 
curately estimate the 
population, Chen Youp- 
ing, director of the 
reserve’s administrative 
bureau, was quoted as 
saying by Xinhua News 
Agency. 

The census is also ex¬ 
pected to reveal more on 
living conditions, age 
structure and changes of 
habitat of the 
endangered species. 

The last census count¬ 
ed 1,596 wild pandas in 
China, 1,206 of which 
were living in Sichuan.

Canada’s sports shrine 
opens Friday in Calgary for 
a few hours for a free pub¬ 
lic preview before its offi¬ 
cial opening Saturday. 

Once located on Toron¬ 
to’s Exhibition grounds, 
the Hall only existed on¬ 
line and in boxes in recent 
years as a search was con¬ 
ducted for a new home. 

The 4,085-square-metre 
building houses a 120-seat 
theatre, 50 interactive dis¬ 
plays and more than 1,000 
artifacts. From the outside, 
part of the building looks 
like a tilted red Lego block. 

Eleven galleries open on¬ 
to, and are connected to, a 
central main hall, which 
has a statue of Wayne Gret¬ 
zky stationed at its en¬ 
trance. The main hall also 
features a photo-wall of ho¬ 
noured members. 

There’s an intimate feel¬ 
ing to the space, despite its 
size. Given the Hall’s prox¬ 
imity to the new Athletic 
and Ice Complex under 
construction at COP and 
all the national teams 
training there, the interior 
was designed to feel like a 
sports clubhouse. 

“Sport has always need¬ 
ed a place to come togeth¬ 
er,” said the Hall’s CEO 
Claire Buffone-Blair. “We 
feel Canada’s Sports Hall 


of Fame can be that club¬ 
house for Canadian sport.” 

Permanent statues in¬ 
clude Gretzky, diver Sylvie 
Bernier, figure skater Bar¬ 
bara Ann Scott, curler San¬ 
dra Schmirler, runner 
Philip Edwards, Kentucky 
Derby winner Northern 
Dancer and cross-country 
skiing pioneer Herman 
Smith-Johannsen. 

Alex Baumann’s two 
Olympic gold medals in 
swimming had rarely been 
out of his safe until they 
were put under glass in 
the hall. Baumann says 
while the medals were 
locked away, his children 
saw them only once. 

“I always had duplicates 
to travel with because I 
didn’t want to lose them. I 
never pulled them out ... 
It’s much better to be dis¬ 
played here.” 

Michelle Cameron’s 
Olympic gold medal in 
synchronized swimming 
— she and Carolyn Waldo 
won the duet in 1988 — is 
there along with one of 
her swimsuits. 

“It does give me goose 
bumps seeing it here,” 
Cameron said. “It’s a little 
bit emotional actually. To 
have it here among the 
greatest athletes Canada 
has seen, it’s pretty cool for 
it to be in a home like this.” 

Former Crazy Canuck 
Ken Read noted how beat 
up his ski helmet looked 
in a display that included 
his boots and gloves. 

“It kind of shows a little 
bit of age because it’s near¬ 
ly 30-plus years old,” he

O Gordie Howe’s son Mark called to Hockey Hall of Fame © Belfour, 
third-winningest goalie in NHL, lone 2011 inductee to get in on first ballot 


Mark Howe didn’t have to 
live up to the lofty stan¬ 
dard set by his father 
Gordie in order to earn a 
spot alongside him in the 
Hockey Hall of Fame. 

The younger Howe 
played much of his career 
in the shadow of his fa¬ 
mous father, but found 
out yesterday that it was 
worthy of hockey’s high¬ 
est honour. He’ll be en¬ 
shrined in the hall 
alongside Ed Belfour, Joe 
Nieuwendylc and Doug 
Gilmour on Nov. 14. 

“To get the phone call 
today kind of took my 


breath away,” said Howe. 
“I never expected that 
call. I don’t consider my¬ 
self in the class of players 
as the Gordie Howes and 
the Wayne Gretzlcys and 
the Bobby Orrs, but to be 
mentioned in a class (like 
this one) means the world 
to me.” 

Howe was just 18 when 
he began his pro career as 
a forward for Houston in 
the World Hockey Associ¬ 
ation. It was a chance for 
the most famous family in 
hockey — at the time — 
to all wear the same 
sweater. 


Howe eventually 

moved on to the NHL 
when the Hartford 
Whalers were absorbed in 
1979. Playing as a de¬ 
fenceman, he scored at 
least 15 goals on eight oc¬ 
casions and amassed 742 
points over 16 NHL sea¬ 
sons. 

The call from the hall 
was a long time coming 
for Howe, who had been 
eligible since 1998. 
Gilmour had been passed 
over every year since 2006 
while Nieuwendylc missed 
out last June.

The versatile Versa has hit 
its stride as the land of car 
that even big and tall folks 
can ride in without having 
to be bent, folded or pret- 
zeled.

Common Issues 

Inspect the MKZ’s interior 


and exterior for signs of 
wear and tear. Some own¬ 
ers complain of “thin” 
sheetmetal that dents easi¬ 
ly, as well as peeling or 
worn chrome trim on cer¬ 
tain cosmetic parts. 

Make double sure the air 
conditioning system works 
properly, and check for 
proper operation of all inte¬ 
rior electronics and lights. 
Be sure the seat heaters 


and coolers (if equipped) 
work properly, too. 

A Ford/Lincoln mechanic 
should check beneath the 
vehicle for signs of wear 
and fluid leakage as well. 

Note that AWD- 
equipped models may suf¬ 
fer from leaky transfer 
cases. 

If that’s the case on the 
model you’re considering, 
have the seller get the issue 


fixed before agreeing to 
purchase. An improper bolt 
in the power steering sys¬ 
tem could cause a fluid 
leak, too. 

Finally, check the ceiling 
liner and footwell carpet¬ 
ing for signs of moisture 
that could be caused by a 
sunroof leak. 

The Verdict 

A Ford mechanic will be fa¬ 
miliar with the common 
problems, service bulletins 
and recalls, as well as diag¬ 
nosis and repair. 

Ultimately, the MKZ’s 
lower-than-average resale 
values, average reliability 
and higher-than-average 
feature content for the 
money will make it an at¬ 
tractive buy for many.
